It appears that the prosecutions 


against the Hamburg murderers have 
been quietly "continued," for the reis1- 
on/that on the day appointed for hear 
ing them before the grand jury, tbe 
town was thronged by an armed mob 
of sympathizers with the murderers, 
for the obvious purpose of overawing 
the court, the jurors and the witnesses 
The Columbia Uniim Herald of the 
9th inst. gives the following account of 
the matter :

burg rioters. We think the action of 
the Court and the Attoroey^Genera! to 
be judicious. The political excitement 
in the State i> great enough now with- 
out such additional fuel as would be 
added to it by such a trial. That it 
was looked upon purely in a political 
light by the defense needs no other 
demonstration than that found in tbe 
condition of the Court-House of the 
town of Aiken ecuity on the day on 
which it was expected that bills would 
have been [given to tho Grand Jury. 
Its usually still streets were thronged 
by men from four counties. Fully 2,- 
500 Democrats bad assembled, ostensi- 
bly to hold a political meeting, which 
meeting had been, of course, purposely 
fixed simultaneously with the meeting 
of the Court. More than 1,000 armed 
borsemon bad filled tbe usually quiet 
roads, by whicb also came witnesses, 
jurors and law officers. The rifle clubt, 
the sabre clubs, and the artillery clubs 
were there. 'The cannon also woke the 
echoes among the pines and sounded 
over the pine hills. It was the same 
artillery that had been used to bombard 
the mititia company a» Hint memorable 
ith of .Wyt at Hamburg. Again 
Georgia loaned it to South Carolina, 
aid for a similar purpose, if it had 
been needed.
